“PRINT YOUR OWN” CATALOG CARDS 
by Katherine Saffer, Indian Hill High School, Cincinnati 

Any librarian who has available the use of an offset printing press 
can save many hours of time typing catalog cards by having them printed. 
These printed cards are not substitutes for Wilson cards, which are cheaper 
and have cataloging information. We use Wilson cards whenever pos- 
sible, but there are many books for which typed cards must be made. This 
method would be of great advantage in a centralized cataloging system. 

We use three and one-half inch by five and one-half inch masters 
cut from fourteen and one-fourth by twelve inch short-run mats, using a 
special offset typewriter ribbon. The information for the author card is 
typed on the white side of the master. The operator of the press must use 
care in setting the machine so that the card will be properly spaced at 
the top to receive titles and subject headings. A four space margin 
should be allowed at the right edge of the master. The added space on 
the left edge is for the purpose of holding it in the press. The keys of 
the typewriter should be kept clean and even strokes used in typing. 
Co-operation between typist and press operator produces very acceptable 
cards. Any number of cards may be printed from the master directly on 
regular catalog cards. We usually indicate the number required by a 
penciled number on the back of the master. 

After printing the process of finishing them for catalog use (i.e., 
adding subject headings, titles, etc.) is the same as that required with 
Wilson cards. An added bonus, in addition to the time saved and having 
exact duplicates of the author card, is the use of extra cards for more 
subject and analytic cards for the catalog, greatly increasing the efficiency 
of the library.

REWARDS FOR LIBRARY ASSISTANTS 

Whitmer High School, Toledo: First and second year assistants may 
receive Y2 a credit for working in the library and completing specific 
assignments. Other students work without school credit. Third year 
assistants, who receive no credit, do receive special mention at the annual 
Award Day in the spring.

By using your school library, you 
can become a better person, a better student and a better citizen—your three 
major responsibilities right now.”

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LIBRARY INSTRUCTION 


by Elizabeth Louise Brown, Toledo, 
Whitmer High School 


At Whitmer, sophomore instruction is carried out through the Eng- 
lish department. First semester students come from English classes for 
an “Introduction to the Library.’ At this time students learn about the 
room arrangements, library manners, the card catalog, the Dewey 
Decimal System, the pam file, and the Readers’ Guide. Large cards are 
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used to show the types of cards in the catalog. There is always a dis- © 


cussion of book care, how to handle books, and the thrill of owning 
books. 

Second semester these same classes come back for reference in- 
struction. The English teachers spend a class period discussing the 
reference books which we are planning to use the folowing day. Getting 
the teachers to help has numerous values as you can see. When the 
classes arrive, the librarian does a rather rapid review of all the books 
on the list, reminds the students about care of books, and library man- 
ners, and then the fun begins. Each student is given, one at a time, 
cards with questions to be found in one of the reference books discussed. 
There are a total of thirteen different categories. Good students may 
finish eleven or twelve cards; poor students have had a big day if they 
do three or four. 

Senior English classes come for advanced reference instruction and 
learn more about books they may find useful in college. Other classes 
may come for special instruction when ready to do a career report or 
a history paper. This, of course, depends on individual teachers. Speech 
students have intensified instruction in the use of the Readers’ Guide. 
The office practice classes do a large itinerary project and their teacher 
brings them to the library for a talk on sources: pam files, maps, AAA 
Tour Books, atlases, and hotel guides. 


How much instruction is given beyond the English classes depends 
on the willingness of other teachers and available time for such instruc- 
tion. For the most part, we are fortunate in having a cooperative faculty 
which believes in continual use of the school library. We also stress 
the importance of using public libraries so that when our students gradu- 
ate, they will have already become acquainted with community lib- 
raries.

characters, appeal of theme, plot, and style, to which the child responds 
as to a smile. 

Some of the books mentioned as particularly good were Mike Mulli- 
gan, Tim-all-alone, Henry Huggins, Enright’s Melendy series, Lenski’s 
regional books, Family Under the Bridge, Onion John, Gammage Cup, 
and Tree of Fredom. 

Several quotations, prose, poetry and Biblical, added great beauty 
to this “shop-talk” speech. And we, as librarians, will endeavor, Mrs. 
Arbuthnot, to follow your example and your exhortation: “I expect 
you always to lead.” 

Margaret Rodgers, Middlebranch Junior High in Stark County, was 
a member of the Immaculate Heart College Summer Library Institute 
on reading guidance for the gifted. The institute was conducted by 
Dr. Lillian Batchelor, director of school libraries in Philadelphia. Miss 
Rodgers reports the thrill of working with men and women “tops in 
their field” and 100 per cent interested in what they were doing.
